United States Supreme Court 
Says It Is Foreign 
Soil. 



And Only Held in Trust for 
the Inhabitants of the 
Island. 



Will Be Surrendered to Them 
When Suitable Government 
Is Established. 



Washington, Jan. 14.— The United 
States supremo court to-day announced 
its decision in the case of C. W. P. 
Noely, charged with embezzlement of 
the public funds of Cuba, while acting as 
financial agent of the department of posts 
of thut island, holding that Neely was 
subject to extradition. 

Justice Harlan handed down the 
court's opinion, which was unanimous, 
and .Immediately utter the opinion was 
concluded, an order was issued requir- 
ing that the mandate in the case be id- 
sued at once. The opinion embraced a 
complete review of the case, detailed the 
laws relating to extradition, and quot- 
ed the act of June (i, l'JUO, extending 
the provisions of section 0,270 of the re- 
vised statutes to foreign countries "oc- 
cupied or under the control of the Unit- 
ed States," so as to make the law cover, 
among other crimes, embezzlement in 
such countries. Stating that the circuit 
court for the Southern district of New 
York, to which an application for a writ 
of habeas corpus haw been made, had 
rendered a decision adverse to Xeely's 
claim, Justice Harlan said Neely had 
then appealed to thus court on the 
ground that the act of June (i, 11)00, was 
unconstitutional. Entering then upon 
his reasoning on the cane, Justice Harlan 
said that there was no dispute that on 
the G'th of June, l'JOO, when tile ucL un- 
der which tills proceeding is brought be- 
came law, Cuba was "under the control 
of the United States," and "occupied by 
this government." This court, lie said, 
"will take judicial notice that such were, 
tut the date named, and are now, the re- 
lations between this country and Cuba. 
So that the applicability of the above act 
to the present case, and this first ques- 
tion to be examined, depends on the in- 
quiry whether, within its meaning, Cuba 
is to be deemed a foreign country or ter- 
ritory." Continuing, he said: "We do 
not think this question at all difficult of 
solution, if regard be had to the avowed 
object intended to be accomplished by 
the war with Spain and by the military 
occupation of that island." 

Justice Harlan then reviewed the le- 
gislation preceding the war with Spain, 
the protocol between the United States 
and Spain, and the l'aris treaty. An- 
nouncing the court's conclusions on the 
status of Cuba. Justice Harlan said: 
"The facts above detailed utilise it clear 
that Cuba isi foreign territory within the 
meaning of the act of June 0", 1000. It 
cannot be regarded in any constitutional, 
legal or international sense as a part of 
the territory of the United States. The 
legislative and executive branches of the 
government by tiie joint application of 
April, 1S0S, expressly disclaimed any 
purpose of exercising sovereignty, juris- 
diction or control over Cuba. Except for 
the pacification thereof and asserting the 
determination of the United States, that 
object being accomplished, to leave the 
government and control of Cuba to itH 
own people. So far as the court is in- 
formed by the public history of the re- 
lations of this country with that island, 
nothing lias been done inconsistent with 
the declared object of war with Spain. 

"Cuba it) none the less foreign terri- 
tory within the meaning of the act of 
congress, because it is under a military 
government appointed by and represent- 
ing the President. The occupancy of 
the island by troops of the United States 
was the necessary result of the war, and 
Cuba is territory held in trust 
for the inhabitants of Cuba, 
to whom it rightfully belongs, 
and lo whose exclusive control it Mill lie 
surrendered when a suitable government 
shall have been established by their vol- 
untary action." 

The finaJ conclusion of the court was 
announced as follows: "We are of opin- 
ion, for the reasons stated, that the act 
of June (J, 1000, is not in violation of 



the constitution of the United States, and 
that the cause comes within the provi- 
sions of the act. The court below hav- 
ing found thct there was probable cause 
/ to believe the appellant guilty of the of- 
fence charged, the order for extradition 
was proper and no ground existed for 
his discharge on habeas corpus. The 
judgment of the circuit court is therefore 
affirmed." 

DUKE OF YORK. 

Major Dcnison Chosen as Equerry for 
Canadian Visit. 

Toronto, Jan. 14.— (Special) — Mnjoi 
Septimus Denison, Royal Canadian Re- 
giment, has been appointed by the Duke 
of York to be his Canadian equerry on 
his staff to accompany him during his 
visit through Canada. 

PROTOCOL SIGNED. 

lint Imperial Seal Huh Not Yet Been 
Affixed. 

Pekin, Jan. 14. — The protocol was sign- 
ed this morning, the idea of protesting 
against any clause haying been abandon- 
ed. 

Prince Ching has notified Senor de Co- 
iogau, the Spanish minister, who is the 
doyen of the diplomatic corps, that the 
agreement was signed yesterday morning, 
hut that he did not expect to be able to 
present it to the foreign envoys before 
Wednesday, owing to the difficulty of 
obtaining the imperial seal, which, he as- 
serted, is in the Forbidden city, and the 
private apartments of the Emperor, 
guarded by the Emperor's most trust- 
worthy servants. Hi' said also that a 
personal order from the Empeor will be 
required before those who have the seal 
in charge would deliver it even to Prince 
Ching. 

Russia to-day began turning over tha 
railway to the Germans. The latter in- 
tends to place the management of the 
line with former employees of the com- 
pany under military supervision.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Jan. 14.— The iron mines 
of Texada island, owned by the Puget 
Sound Iron Co. of San Francisco, have 
been at last transferred under lease to 
the Pittsburg Iron Works syndicate, cm 
a royalty basis. The Puget Sound 
people have held this property for 17 
years, shipping small quantities of ore 
from time to time. It is considered by 
experts one of the finest propositions on 
the continent, being virtually a moun- 
tain of iron, surmounted or set in white 
limestone. This iron mountain is two 
miles long and half a mile wide. The 
ore is very rich, being 50 per cent. iron. 
A million dollars has been twice refused 
for this great mass of metal, and by the 
terms of the present agreement, after 
10 years, unless other arrangements are 
made, tin; property will revert to the 
Puget Sound Iron Co. The exact royalty 
per ton could not be ascertained, but it 
is well known that the company charged 
50 cents per ton royalty for ore taken 
from their mines for smelting purposes. 
Of course, the present royalty would 
not be so high. The terms of the le iso 
are that operations shall commence on 
the Isl of February, and that thereafter 
for ten years the following stipulated 
tonnage shall be shipped from the mine 
to the Washington and California 
smelters: For the first year, SO tons 
per day; for the second year. 200 tons 
per day; for the next eight years. S00 
tons daily. This demonstrates that 
tilings will boom on Texada island in the 
iron business during the next ten years. 
The new company will construct a rail- 
way al once to Gillis Bay, four miles 
distant, to dee]) water, where big bunk- 
ers will be built and where ships will 
call to load." A large number of men 
will be employed and the new camp 
started, which means that extra supplies 
will have to be obtained from Victoria 
and Vancouver. The operation of the 
iron mines will nlso draw the attention 
of the world to the great possibilities of 
British Columbia's treasure island— 
with an English syndicate developing 
the big Van Andn copper deposits, and 
a Pittsburg syndicate producing pigs 
from the mountain of iron on the same 
island. 

Word readied here to-day of the death 
from penumonin of Griffiths Griffith at 
Dawson on the 7lh instant. Mr. Grif- 
Hth was well known in Victoria and 
Vancouver, and was one of the pioneers 
of the Terminal City. 

\V. Arnold, of Vancouver, who has 
just completed the construction of the 
Honolulu electric railway, is in the city. 
He says that Mr. Balhintyne, formerly 
of Victoria, has assumed the manage- 
ment of tlie new rond, and will not re- 
turn to Britisli Columbia. 

The shingle manufacturers of tiie 
whole coast, of tlie Mainland have 
formed a combine or pool. Tlie forma- 
tion of the pool arose out of tlie neces- 
sity of establishing a uniform price for 
shingles. By the new arrangement, 
Mayor Sco*.t of New Westminster, who 
is a well-known millmnn, will buy the 
whole output of the mills— between 
1,000,000 and 2,000,u00 shingles a day— 
at a uniform price. Tlie shingles will 
be sold in the Northwest, Ontario and 
the New England states. 

Tlie report was received here to-day 
that the C. P. R. were surveying a 
route for a railway between Vancouver 
and Ohilliwack. the surveyors being 
busy near Abbottsford: 

The very sudden death is reported of 
Henry Davis, of Longlcy. He was 52 
years of age and a native of Ontario. 
He leaves a widow and two children. 

A part of tlie new drill hull being built 
by the Dominion government collapsed 
last night. The loss is estimated at 
?0,000. The frost and rain acting on 
the lower part of the north wall, caused 
it to bend inward, and the whole wall 
came down with a crash, burying the 
steel girders and cut stone for tlte roof 
lying on the ground.

LONDON & GLOBE. 

Stockholders Resolve to Voluntarily 
Wind Up tho Concern. 

London. Jan. 14.— At an adjourned 
meeting to-day of the stockholders of 
•the London & Globe Finance Corpora- 
tion, Ltd., it was resolved to voluntarily 
wind up the concern. 

Mr. Whitaker Wright explained that 
the directors wanted £."iOO,0(X) to pay the 
debts and several hundred thousands 
with which to carry on operations. 
• Since the last meeting, he added, the 
directors had been negotiating for the 
sale of the Baker Street Waterloo 
railroad for £300,000, and it was expect- 
ed that an agreement would be signed 
to-day. It was then proposed to pro- 
ceed with the reconstruction of the cor- 
poration. 

The corporation's assets, Mr. Wright 
added, amounted to nearly £,'$,000,000. 
and, though there had 'been a deprecia- 
tion in prices, would soon recover. In 
regard to the alleged underhand schem- 
ing against the corporation, Mr. Wright 
said a certain engineer offered the man- 
ager of the Le Bni mine £100,000 profit 
on the stock exchange to diminish the 
output and wreck the mine. 

In response to indignant shouts of 
"Name!" Mr. Wright replied that the 
matter was in the hands of lawyers, 
and if it could be proved, the name 
•would be made public. 

In reply to other queries, Mr. Wright 
admitted' that the Baker street railway, 
which they -were selling for foOO.OOO, 
•was valued on the books of the corpora- 
lion at £800,000.

THE DELPIT CASE. 

Roman Catholic Papers Withdraw Criti- 
cism at Demand of Archbishop. 

Montreal, Jan. 14.— The two French 
Sunday morning papers, the Avenir and 
Debats, which a week ago criticized the 
action of the Roman Catholic ecclesiasti- 
cal authorities for annulling the mar- 
riage of M. Deipit, private secretary to 
Lieutenant-Governor Jette, because the 
ceremony was performed by a Protestant 
<minister, yesterday made a full rotrai 
tion in response to the demands of Arch- 
bishop Brucliosi. Archbishop Bnichesi 

-delivered a pastoral letter to the Roman 
Catholic churches yesterday, dealing 
■with marriage, having special reference 

i to the Delpif: marriage case. In the let- 
■ ter he stated that the civil courts could 
not . undo the decision of the Roman 
authorities, and that the Deipit mar- 
riage was null and void in the eyes of 
that church, because the ceremony was 
performed by ' a Protestant minister, 
which should have been afterwards 
"legalized" by the parties appearing 
before a priest, because both at the 
lime were Roman Catholics. The caso 
promises to be a famous one in Cana- 
dian annals. Delpit's wife, a Miss 
Cote, claims that at the time of the 
marriage she was a Protestant. Deipit 
denies this, and is taking action through 
the religious and civil courts to have the 
marriage annulled on the grounds cited 
iby the Archbishop. Friends of Mrs. 
Deipit arc appealing for funds to take 

.the case to the privy council. Tho 
Montreal Witness takes strong grounds 

■against the action of the Roman Catho- 
lic authorities, and denies their right to 
blight this woman's right for the rest of 

"her days, there being 'three children 
through the marriage.

Such action on the 
part of the ratepayers does not happen 
often, and we think it may be taken a 
indicative that Use people view with 
general approval the gentlemen wt 
have thus been honored, rather than 
existence- of apathy regarding civic mat 
tors. The Colonist is on record as say- 
ing that if the Mayor and Aldermen 
who served during 1000 were all elected 
by acclamation, there would be little un- 
certainty nbout good work being accom- 
plished this year by the men who estab 
lished such a good record during their 
term of office. However, there will be 
contests in two wards. We trust that 
a wise choice will bo made. Much pub 
lie work will he undertaken during the 
year, and it is important that the best 
available men should bo entrusted with 
the task of directing our civic affairs 

The years opens full of promise. All 
agree we are on the eve of remarkably 
good times. The very air breathes pro- 
gress and development. No obstacles 
must be placed in the way of Victorii 
advancing to her splendid destiny will 
rapid strides. There must be no cheese 
paring, no grumbling over picayunisl 
detnils of expenditure, to the forgetful 
ncss and neglect of the larger and more 
important public necessities.

ABOUT SALMON. 

We publish in another column n very 
important letter from Fisheries In 
spector Galbraith. A short time ago he 
expressed the opinion that salmon 
caught during the breeding season 
unfit for human consumption. That 
theory was combated by a medical mai 
and Mr. Galbraith now supports his coi 
tention by presenting the opinions i 
representative medical men, who ngn 
that he is right in his belief. The mat- 
ter is of vital interest to the pill 
Dr. Flasell states that he has seen fish 
exposed for sale in Victoria which were 
undoubtedly unfit for human food. Tlii 
is not <a pleasant thing to be told. Upon 
whom rests the responsibility of seeing 
that diseased fish are not offered for 
sale? Mr. Galbraith explains that he 
lias no jurisdiction in the matter. I'n 
BUmably it is the local health officials 
who should act. In the face of the evi- 
dence presented by Mr. Galbraith, we 
feel that stops ought to be taken at once 
to prevent the Bale of fish which are 
dangerous to the health of the con- 
sumers. If we are correct in our in- 
formation, the season when salmon are 
liable to contain impurities, dangerous if 
taken into the human system, extends 
from October until March. If that is 
so, it follows that, in the interest of 
public health, there should be a rigid 
inspection of salmon exposed for sale 
during that period. We do not see how 
the local health authorities can neglect 
this matter any longer. We profess no 
export knowledge on the question. It is 
sufficient for us to know that men pre- 
sumably competent to express an opinion 
'on the subject have made a declaration 
which implies the existence of conditions 
likely to menace the health of the com- 
munities. . '. ' ... ■ si 



A FEW FACTS. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, a paper 
from which one would expect less ignor- 
ance on the world's affairs, draws the 
inference that the formation of the Aus- 
tralian Commonwealth moans the first 
step townrds the colonies withdrawing 
from the Empire and setting up a re- 
public. By a Htill stranger freak of 
imagination, the Globe-Democrat argues: 

It is the chance that Canada probably 
and Australia possibly will be "i:e day- 
part of the American Republic that 
makes the Australian political departure 
a momentous event in the politics of the 
age. 

While the people of the border states 
are beginning to understand Canada 
better, there is a vast number of people 
in the United States who shut their eyes 
to what is transpiring in the outside 
world. History teaches that the federa- 
tion of the scattered provinces of Can- 
ada into :i great Dominion from Atlantic 
to Pacific, welded this country more 
firmly to the British Empire, and the 
effect of federation in Australia will be 
the same. Any dream of the annexa- 
tion of Canada to the United States 
faded long ago, and to imagine that 
Australia would forsake British institu- 
tions and freedom for what the United 
States could offer is too ludicrous. 

The Globe-Democrat claims that: 

"The gap in the number of inhabit- 
ants between Canada and the United 
States at the present moment is rela- 
tively broader than it was in 1770, and 
it is bound to increase in breadth until 
Canada cuts her connection with Eng- 
land and allies herself to the American 
Union. This is a fact which will 
appeal to the alert minds of the Cana- 
dians before many more decades pass." 

The " fact that appeals to the alert 
minds of Canadians" is that during the 
past century the population of Canada 
has increased twentyfold, while that of 
the United States has been not quite 
firtoenfold. It might be as well also to 
bear in mind that, while the foreign 
trade of the United States for 1000. 
about which so much has been said, was 
?2,300,000,000, or 530.20 a head of Hin 
population. Canada's foreign trade 
amounted to $381,517,230, or $03.59 for 
every man, woman and child in thn 
Dominion. Had the United States pro- 
gressed in the same proportion as the 
Dominion, her foreign trade figures 
would have amounted to the enormous 
sum of 84,832,840,000. 



PROTEST FROM ATLIN. 

A matter of considerable interest to 
the merchants of Victoria has been 
brought to the attention of the press on 
the Mainland by Mr. J. 11. Russell, a. 
brewer of Atiin. -Mr. Russell, in an 
interview with a Chicago paper, alleges 
that the people of Atlin have been un 
fairly treated by the Coast cities, and in 
support of this contention presents a 
largely signed petition protesting against 
the unfair treatment which has been ac- 
corded them by poor transportation and 
freight carrying facilities to that section 
of the country. The matter is of sutli- 
eient local interest to warrant us in 
quoting Mr. Russell's statement. He 
said : 

"You people in Vancouver talk about 
wanting our trade. Then why do you 
not do something to deserve it V We 
would like to trade with Vancouver. Of 
all the mining camps in British Colum- 
bia, Atliu is the most essentially Cana- 
dian, but we are forced to look to Ameri- 
can— that is United States—cities for 
favors. The people of Victoria and Van- 
couver put tile closed dour on us. That 
is, they were mainly instrumental in 
having enacted the alien law. That may 
have been a good thing for some people, 
but. to borrow from Drummond, it was a 
bad thing for 'a lot peep more.' You 
passed laws to exclude money and people, 
and what have you done in return'.' 
They blamed Hon. Joseph Martin for 
some of the tilings that were done, but 
the people of our country sent out a sup- 
porter for him. You might in one sense 
look upon that as a lesson from the 
North. To a certain extent a council 
makes n town. You people want to put 
in a council that will give the North a 
little consideration. But I have nothing 
to do with your politics. I only wish to 
voice to you (lie foldings of the people up 
in our district, and. to show you that I 
am not alone, here is a signed protest of 
people who are actually interested up 
there." 

Mr. Russell's charges are somewhat 
vague ami ambiguous. He is incorrect 
in saying that " the people of Victoria 
and Vancouver put the closed door " on 
Atlin. The passing of the Alien Exclu- 
sion Law at the time of its enactment by 
the Semlin-Martin government was con- 
sidcred by the people an uncalled for and 
pernicious piece of legislation, and its 
disallowance by the federal government 
met. witli approval on all sides. Mr. 
Russell says n council should be put in 
which will give the North a little consid- 
eration. Just what a municipal body at 
the const can do towards helping out 
Atlin does not appear at first glance. 
However, the people of Atlin seem to 
have a grievance, and it is only right 
that publicity should be given to their 
complaints, so that our merchants and 
business men who are interested in de- 
veloping trade with that promising sec- 
tion of the northern country may be in 
a position to take whatever steps may be 
necessary to meet their wishes. 



The latest news from the Yukon is of 
a satisfactory character. Mining de- 
velopment is being rapidly pushed, busi- 
ness conditions nre healthy, and numer- 
ous rich strikes are reported. The out- 
look is most hopeful.

The Vancou- 
ver Province is calling the Toronto 
Globe bad names, alleging that the hitter, 
which is vigorously attacking the C.P.R., 
is inspired by a desire to advance the 
personal interests of those who control 
and direct its policy. The Globe is yet 
to be heard from. . 



Vancouver has suffered rather severely 
from the effects of the great fnll of snow, 
considerable damage being done by the 
collapsing of roofs under the great 
weight of snow. One of the extraordin- 
ary features of Pacific Coast climatic 
conditions is the immunity which Vic- 
toria enjoys from storms such as occa- 
sionally visit points only a short di»- 
tance away. 



The Colonist has been asked to again 
enter a word of protest against the con- 
tinuance by a certain section of the peo- 
ple — loiterers on street corners and others 
— or the nuny uawit or spitting on the pub- 
lic thoroughfares. The law which aimu 
at the suppression of' indiscriminate ex- 
pectoration on the public streets and in 
public conveyances is rigidly enforced in 
the large cities, and the samo ought to 
he done in Victoria. The tramway 
company hns very properly posted notices 
prohibiting spitting in the cars. 

The Washington authorities are exhi- 
biting a very close interest in the ques- 
tion of Oriental immigration, officials 
stationed at points in Canada being sum- 
moned to the Capitol to confer with the 
government. It is a large subject, and one 
which the Canadian people will fervent- 
ly hope may be dealt with by the two 
governments in such a manner as to pro- 
tect to the greatest extent possible the 
interests of both countries. 



Tho announcement that it is the inten- 
tion of Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann to 
take up tho Victoria, Vancouver & East- 
ern railway project energetically and 
push tho road to completion with all pos- 
sible haste is very' interesting. Applica- 
tion for a renewal of the bonus which 
had been granted the road will be made 
at tho approaching session of the legis- 
lature. 



The completion of the groat cantilever 
bridge which spans the big gulch at the 
summit of the White Pass by the White 
Pass & Yukon Railway Company, is a 
notable achievement, inasmuch as it puts 
tho finishing 'touch on one of the most 
remarkable railway enterprises in the 
history of Western America. The an- 
nouncement that the railway company 
contemplate a reduction of freight rates 
will be hailed with satisfaction by 
patrons of tho road. 



Another important step In the devel- 
opment of British Columbia's greatest 
mine is announced in the determination 
of the Le Roi Mining Company to sink 
(iOO feet further beyond the OIKJ foot lev- 
el.

This news is 
sufficiently interest inn as to be worthy 
i » f special note. Coast people view with 
gratification the progress of mining de- 
velopment in tin 1 interior; and the Col- 
onist congratulates the plucky people of 
Rossi and on an event which promises 
much for the progress of the city.

The numerous references which have 
been made of late to the question tin to 
whether salmon caught during the breed- 
ing season are lit for food, ha* led Mr. 
W. M. Galbraith, fisheries overseer, to 
take steps to have his statement, that 
they are not, supported by the opinions of 
prominent medical men who have a 
knowledge of the subject. Mr. Galbraith' 
forwards the following letter to the Col- 
onist: 

Sir,— In your issue of Friday last, you 
mentioned that the "theory" put forward 
by me, "that salmon at certain seasons 
of the year axe unfit for food," had been 
"discredited" by Dr. Pagan. I can 
only presume that Dr. Pagan has not 
studied the subject; and did your men- 
tion of the mutter effect me only, 1 would 
not huvo troubled further with the sub- 
ject. As, however, the question largely 
affects the welfare of the public, I con- 
sider it my duty, its a. public servant, to 
repeat what I think is a well-establish- 
ed fact, namely, that salmon during the 
breeding season are not lit for food. A.-, 
however, you state that my opinion is 
discredited, I have thought it right to 
give the public the benefit of other ad- 
vice, which I trust they will consider 
worthy of attention. I have done my 
lust to obtain as impartial an opinion as 
possible upon the subject. To enable me 
to do this, [ have addressed the follow- 
ing four questions to Fleet Surgeon W. 
Tait, Esq., U.S., II. M.S. Wnrspite; 
Sja.lT Surgeon P. B. Hnndyside, Esq., It. 
N., K.N. Hospital, IOsqtiimnlt; Edward 
Ilasell, Esq., M.D.. Royal Jubilee Hos- 
pital, city, and 0. Meredith Jones, Esq., 
F.K.S.S..

The purchase by the C. P. It, of u 
out-rolling interest in the C. P. N, Co. 
was much discussed among the citizens 
again yesterday, though little new of an 
important character regarding the trans- 
action was learned. The utmost secrecy 
was observed by those interested in the 
consummation of the deal — so much, in- 
deed, thut some of the largest share- 
holders who disposed of their stock did 
not know until picking up the Colonist 
on Saturday morning that the business 
had passed into the bunds of the great 
railway corporation. It is believed that 
within a few days all of the remaining 
unpurchased stock will be acquired by 
the C. P. It. 

In discussing the deal, the question 
most often asked is: "Will the C. 1'. It. 
remove the C. P. N. base from Vic- 
toria? and there is a great diversity of 
opinion on the point. It was contended 
by some that this would not be done, 
inasmuch as the C. P. It. would not 
render useless its wharf property ac- 
quired in the purchase. In reply to this 
it is pointed out that most of the 
wharves are owned, not by the C. P. N. 
Co., but by the Hudson's Bay Co. and 
private individuals. 

Much interest in the announcement of 
the purchase is being displayed by local 
transportation companies on the Sound, 
and it is anticipated that there will bo 
much activity displayed to meet the 
competition which will result from the 
entry of such a powerful rival' as the 
C. P. II. for the great carrying trade of 
the North. 1 
The action of the C. P. R. was prao 
tically forced if they proposed to com- 
pete witli the other transcontinental 
roads for a share of the Northern trade. 
The Great Northern railway some time 
ago secured a controlling interest in the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company, 
which has steamers running to all points 
on the coast; and the Northern Pacific 
have been on very close terms with the 
Dodwell line of steamers; in fact it was 
reported on the Sound yesterday that the 
railway company had absorbed the 
steamship company. Railway and steam- 
ship men lu re say this is quite likely, as 
it is believed that the Dodwclls have 
been anxious to get rid of their shot-' 
lines, viz., the steamers City of Seattle 
and Ruth, now operated on the Northern 
run; the Victorian, <••: -''•<. Whatcom- 
Seattle route; and the Scheme, on the 
Victoria-Seattle run. This purchase 
would place all the transcontinental 
lines on the same footing in competing 
for the Northern business. But it is 
not. beyond the bounds of probability 
that the competition will extend south, 
as well as north. Since the- Cleat 
Northern acquired the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company, the C. P. R. have 
been at a disadvantage in competing for

Dr. Wm. Tait, fleet surgeon, H.M.S, 
Y\ arspito, answers by saying: "I con- 
sider .salmon nearly ripe 'for spawning 
and salmon newly spawned are undoubt- 
ly unlit for human food." 

Dr. Edward Ilasell,' who is looked upon 
as somewhat of an expert on the subject, 
says: "No salmon is fit, for food while 
ripe with spawn, or which has just shed 
its spawn. I have certainly seen salmon 
exposed for sale which wore not fit for 
human consumption.

The Big Gate 



Details of the Disaster to Bark 
Primrose Hill-Heavy 
Loss. 



Tacoma Sails This Morning for 
the Orient With Large 
Cargo. 



Details haw; boon received of the 
Wreck of the bark Primrose Hill, Cupt. 
Wilson, two days -after she started from 
Liverpool with a general cargo f«r this 
city. Of the officers and crew, number- 
ing 155, but one man — a seaman — escaped, 
after u trying time. In letters received 
by Messrs. It. P. Rithet & Co. yester- 
day morning, the consignors of the 
bark say that she left Liverpool on De- 
cember 26, and had not proceeded far 
down line Channel wheel she was met 
by a furious s;ale, wlKch the English 
papers describe as the worst that has 
prevailed for years, and was beaten 
back. She was wrecked on the after- 
noon of the 28th, ijuit by the South 
Stack Lighthouse, Holyhead, losing all 
of her officers and crew excepting one 
man. The weather was terribly bad, 
and owing to the . immediate break-up 
of the wreck, there was no hope of sav- 
ing men or cargo.

R. P. Rithet & Co.'s Review of Provin- 
cial Industries During Past Year. 

The business of the past year is re- 
viewed as follows by Messrs. R. P. 



Rithet & Co. in their freight aud ship- 
ping report for January: 

" The general business of the whole 
of British Columbia has made rapid 
strides .during the year 100O, and per- 
haps iu no one year for a long time back 
has there been more satisfactory ad- 
vancement and expansion iu almost all 
directions than during the year just 
closed. 

"' Mining has been vigorously prose- 
cuted, both on the Mainland and Island, 
with gratifying results, and this indus- 
try continues to attract the practical 
miner ns well as investors. 

" The timber business has been re- 
markably good, and our export mills 
have been kept fully and profitably em- 
ployed. The difficulty of obtaining raw 
material is steadily increasing, and the 
low prices which existed a few years 
ago nrc not likely to be repeated. 
Freights have been high and tonnage 
scarce all through the year, and although 
a decline is looked for in the near future, 
there is so far very little indication of 



lower rates. 

"Salmon-packing has been very dis- 
appointing, the run of sockeyes in tho 
Eraser river having been one of the 
worst on record. In other districts, 
however, good packs were secured, and 
more attention has been given to the 
fall run. The total pack of the prov- 
ince was not so very far short of ordin- 
ary years. Prices advanced consider- 
ably, and the market is in a healthy 
condition. 

" Tho sealing business was carried on 
energetically, but, while the nverage 
catch per schooner was smaller than in- 
the previous year and the first cost 
greater, the high prices obtained at the 
annual sales enabled sealers to real'ze 
fair profits. 

" British Columbia coal continues to 
be in good demand, and a larger fleet of 
steamers and sailers have found employ- 
ment, carrying the product of our- 
mines to foreign markets. 

" The outlook for 1001 is exceedingly 
bright in all branches of business."

Destroys Three Buildings In-

News was received by the Amur of n 
fire at Dawson on the night of January 
0, which destroyed three buildings and 
did damage to the amount of ?jO,OOD. 
The news, which is given in telegrams 
received at Skagway from Dawson 
under date of January 7, is that at 8 
o'clock the previous night fire was dis- 
covered in the second story of the build- 
ing occupied by Crihh & Rogers. The 
names spread, and before the arrival of 
the firemen, the fire was beyond control, 
the buildings on either side having 
caught. These buildings were the West 
block, owned by Max Lang, and the 
Rainier hotel, owned by Murphy Bros. 
All three were burned, little being 
saved from them. The business firms 
involved in the loss as n result of the 
lire were: ltury & Katenborn, drug- 
gists; Bonanza meat market; Antler's 
restaurant; San Francisco oyster 
liou.se; and Cribb & Rogers. Besides 
these houses, which suffered nearly total 
losses, were several dressmakers, law- 
yers and dentists who had offices in the 
destroyed block. These were only able 
to save a portion of their belongings, so 
quick did the fire spread. The origin of 
the fire, which kept the firemen busy 
playing six si reams on it for some hours, 
was unknown. 

The old Alaskan Indian customs have 
passed. The Indians have ofilcially 
done away with them by vote in council, 
assembled at Sitka to settle the im- 
pending troubles, according to news re- 
ceived by the Amur. The old methods 
of government were also passed up onto 
tlie shelf. For weeks the Indians had 
been on the eve of inter-tribal war, rnd 
the United States marine corps st i- 
tioned at Sitka bad been patrolling the 
streets and keeping the Siwashes con- 
fined to the vicinity of the rancherie 
after nightfall. Now the prospect of 
war has gone. A great convention was 
held, at which the Frogs, the Eagles, 
and Crows— the three tribes who quar- 
relled over the supremacy In the choice 
of a chief for the three tribes— were all 
represented in numbers. At this con- 
ference the young men carried the day. 
The " wa-wa " of the old chiefs was un- 
heeded, and after much speech-milking, 
sweeping action was taken. The con- 
testants who fought for the honor of 
erecting their family totem were told 
they could erect as many family em- 
blems as they liked; but it was recom- 
mended by the younger men, who had 
wandered from the rancheries and so?u 
the world, that United States dags take 
the place of the totems. One of the 
young chiefs went further. He moved 
for n drastic reform. Taking the whole, 
question of clans, native chiefs, old cus- 
toms and old laws in general for bis 
theme, he suggested that it .vould profit 
the Indians more to spend their money 
for food and clothing, rather thna to 
spend it for lawyers, the support of 
several chiefs in idleness, nnd the main- 
tenance or old superstitious customs. 
This position was supported by the 
younger men of the tribes, nnd so well 
ilid they argue their cause that, by a 
vote of 155 to 2, there will be no more 
(dans or chiefs in Sitka. 

Another miner is missing- on the Daw- 
son trail. A report comes from Juneau 
that Milo Kelly, the well-known mining 
operator, is missing. No word has been 
received from him since the 8th of last 
October, when nt White Horse he 
wrote H. K. Shepard at Douglas Island 



FIRST CERTIFICATE. 

Japanese Complies With the Provisions 
of the Immigration Act. 

The first certificate issued under the 
provisions of the British Columbia Im- 
migration Act was on Saturday grunted 
to a Japanese, W. Charles, who ar- 
rived here by the steamer Scheme . When 
examined in the llsunJ way by W. H. 
Bills, the immigration inspector, the Jap 
promptly filled out the application for 
admission, in English, and signed his 
name in it. Charles is a naturalized 
British subject, a blacksmith by_ trade, 
and during the fishing season resides on 
the Skeena river. The police magistrate 
having decided that Chinamen are ex- 
cluded from the provisions of the act, by 
sub-section F, of section 2, no attempt 
will be made to enforce the act as against 
them, although it is probable that the de- 
cision will be appealed against. I he 
clause on which the magistrate based his 
decision is: "2. This act shall not apply 
to (F) any person the terms of whose 
entry into' Canada have been fixed, or 
whose exclusion from Canada has been 
ordered by any act of the parliament of 
Canada." By placing n head tax on 
Chinamen entering Canada, it is con- 
tended that "terms of their entry have 
hern fixed by an act of the parliament of 
Canada." The act, however, is to be 
enforced against nil other imniigrnntij 
coming in. Already it has had its good 
effects, m all the Sound and San Fran- 
cisco steamers are now refusing to ac- 
cept passengers of the class that the act 
aims at if the slightest doubt exists as 
to their being allowed to land upon their 
arrival bore. The officers of the com- 
pany, too, are giving the immigration of- 
ficer every assistance.

Steamer Amur returned on Sunday 
from Skagway, making a quick trip. She 
left Skagway on the morning of Wed- 
nesday last, with 23 passengers, includ- 
ing J. St. Clair Blackett, formerly of 
this city, but for several years past a 
merchant of Skagway; 1'. A. Ratiiuussen, 
a mining man, heavily interested in 
mines in the Porcupine district; A K. 
JJorton, who left Dawson on January 2, 
and made a fast trip out by the C. ' D. 
Co. otage tsystem; tl. E. Weymouth, of 
the busmen staff of the Dawson Daily 
,,° n a; A - ?• Baker, C. P. Mack, A. W. 
Hallock, J. Tolmie, Mrs. J. Troudill, 
Mrs. Gregory, N. Forrest, G. M. Carpen- 
ter, Percy Palmer, W. E. Jacobs, J. 
West, A. E. Pretly, J. H. Childa, J. Hen- 
derson, T. A. Harrow, J. E. Harris, 
Alex McDonald, J. IS. Lincoln ami J. 
celiac. The steamer passed the City of 
Seattle at Ketchikan. The Sound steam- 
er reported having had a slight acci- 
dent to her machinery, having cracked 
her web crank shaft. 

Full details of the wreck of the 
steamer Tillamook, the mystery of 
whose disappearance was cleared up, as 
told m Sunday's Colonist by the arrivaJ 
of the steamer Aloha at Juneau, were 
oi ought by the Amur, and supplement the 
reports already given. It seems, accord- 
ing to newH received by the Amur, that 
cne Aloha., too, ran ashore on a reef, four- 
teen miles off Sand Point, nnd narrowly 
escaped destruction. 

"The Tillamook sailed from Juneau 
tor v aides and the westward on Novem- 
ber _, making a successful voyage; land- 
ing a large cargo of government supplies 
at \ aides, fiuys u Juneau paper, receiv- 
ed by the Amur. She nailed on the re- 
turn trip, expecting to make Juneau on 
December 2. On Thanksgiving day at 
t) p.m. she struck on an uncharted rock 
extending out from Wood ishuid, neKf 
ivodiak. the weather nt. the time was 
not severe and the wind moderate, so 
that no difficulty was experienced in 
lowering the boats nnd landing the few 
passengers on the nearest land, which 
was four miles away. The receding tide 
left the steamer high nnd dry, and ef- 
forts were m once made to save an much 
of the baggage and the boat's effects as 
possible. Until half-past Mix the fol- 
lowing morning the boat'* officers nnd 
crew worked like heavers, and when the 
water tilled the hold it found but little 
of the cargo, supplies or baggage. For 
eight days the crew worked with the 
wreck, saving everything possible. 

Seventeen wearisome days were spent 
at Kodiak, the nea rest "place, until the 
arrival of the Aloha, westward bound. 
That vessel continued her trip to the 
weft, taking the shipwrecked on board. 
But their trials were not vet over Ten 
miles off Sand Toint, u well known 
promontory near Prince William sound, 
the Aloha found another sunken reef. 
She struck at ebb tide and after eight 
hours of uncertainty she floated clear. 
Her pumps easily kept the hold clear. 
On reaching Juneau a survey was made 
r.nd a large hole was found in her bow. 
Being a wooden boat, she can easily be 
repaired on reaching Seattle. A tem- 
porary bulkhead is now being placed in 
her at Juneau. E. F. Miller, vice-presi- 
dent of the Alaska Mail Co., operating 
the two steamers, was a, passenger on 
the ill-fated steamer. 

Special Officer O'SiUlivan, of Unalas 
kn, arrived nt Juneau on the Aloha with 
nn Indian murderer who heat his wife to 
dentil with u club. The Indian js accused 
of killing hw former wife in the same 
manner and of trying to kill his riister. 
Judge Whipple, the commissioner of Un- 
alnska, hound him over to Judge Noyes' 
court at Xome and sent him to that 'city 
for snife keeping. 

The Amur will sail North again to-mor- 
row night.
